South Carolina Committee 
Chairman Neville Bennett mailed 
letters to 11 Southern chairmen 
inviting them to the meeting here 
Friday night and Saturday. Ben- 
nett said Tuesday he has not had 
time to receive any replies. 


GEORGE OPPOSES 

Gov. George Bell Timmerman 
of South Carolina has led the 
movement for such a_ unity 
meeting. 

The proposal was immediately 
opposed by Sen. George and Sen. 
W. Kerr Scott (D-NC). Sen. Lyn- 
don Johnson (Tex), who is likely 
to receive strong support for the 
presidential nomination at the 
convention, has also expressed 
displeasure at the idea of a 
‘Southern unity meeting.’’ 

Most of the critics of the meet- 
ing have expressed fear that the 
meeting carries with it a threat 
to bolt the party and set up a 
third party.

Chevrolet division of General 
Motors Corp. will build and op- 
erate a multi-million-dollar, 500,- 
000-square-foot major parts ware- 
house in Atlanta, The Constitu- 
tion learned Tuesday.

He indicated that employes and 
functions of the present Atlanta 
parts depot, which is next to the 
Chevrolet-Fisher Body assembly 
plant at McDonough boulevard 
and Sawtell road, would be con-

Foreign Aid

sible policy, has floundered. 


And it has floundered largely 
because the President has not 
been able to give it his personal 
attention and keep behind it the 
immense prestige of his office 
and his popularity. To voice such 
criticism is neither unkind nor 
carping.

The President’s school bill, for 
example, saw more Republican 
votes against it than for it. 


Perhaps the most significant 
political comment of this im- 
mediate period is the rather 
severely critical editorial by 
Life magazine.

Although an admirer of former 
Chief Justice John Marshall, Jus- 
tice Burton indicated that he is 
not an extreme Federalist, op- 
posed to strong local government. 

‘“T also believe in rights of 
states and of strong local govern- 
ment,”’ he said pointing out that 
he was once mayor of Cleveland.

Passenger Lands 
Plane Unscathed 
After Pilot Dies 


YANKTON, S.D., July 10 (P—A 
passenger who had taken a few 
flying lessons took over the con- 
trols and safely landed a light 
plane today after the pilot suf- 
fered a fatal attack. 

George Burrell, who-hired the 
plane to inspect power lines for 
a rural electric cooperative, took 
control of the craft when he saw 
the pilot, Harold Davidson, was 
ill. 

He headed the plane toward the 
Yankton Airport and landed on 
the longest runway without mis- 
hap. Davidson, operator of the 
airport, was dead on arrival at 
a hospital here. Authorities said 
he apparently suffered a heart 
attack. 

Burrell had been taking flying 
lessons from Davidson but had 
no pilot’s license. 


WESTBURY, N.Y., July 10 (#— 
A new rash of crank telephone 
calls today deepened the agony of 
kidnaped Peter Weinberger’s par- 
ents. 

Seventeen telephone calls were 
received at the Weinberger home 
in a matter of hours. All were 
from cranks. All were anonymous. 
They came from as far away as

As far as police were concerned, 
the search apparently was at a 
dead end. The best they could do 
was plead with the kidnaper to 
give up the 5weeks-old baby. 


The FBI is expected to throw its 
full force of crack manhunters into 
the case tomorrow, one week after 


the baby boy was snatched from a 
carriage on the patio of his home. 

G-Men can move into a kidnap 
case after seven days or after the 
victim has been taken across state 
lines. 

The kidnaper left a note on the 
Weinberger patio demanding $2,- 
000. Last Friday, a telephone caller 
upped the ransom demand to $5,- 
000. At the time, the child’s father, 
Morris, a wholesale drug sales- 
man, accepted the caller as the 
kidnaper.

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Ike’s Decision Is 
Surely No Surprise 


The President, 
will run again. 

He yesterday allowed the Senate Mi- 
nority Leader Sen. William Knowland, of 
California, to make the announcement 
after a meeting of congressional leaders 
held at Gettysburg. 

Eisenhower is not, as some believe, 
now being pushed into running. He wants 
to do so. Until his severe coronary throm- 
bosis, which kept him in a hospital for 
about five weeks and at his Gettysburg 
farm in recuperation for additional 
weeks, he had looked forward to retire- 
ment. His boredom with enforced retire- 
ment convinced him he would be happier 
active than leading the life of a gentle- 
man farmer and amateur painter. No one 
now needs to persuade him. It is his own 
choice. 

There will remain the legitimate 
question of what time he can give to the 
office. As he himself sees, his absence 
has cost him the federal aid to education 
bill which was so close to his heart. 
His inability to attend to business has 
enabled opponents of foreign aid, this be- 
ing an election year, severely to reduce 
his request for appropriations. 

The facts are that because he has 
not been able to give it his attention, 
there is real reason for congressional 
disenchantment. His policy has become 
blurred and vague because he could not 
direct it. 

The state department has been mark- 
ing time. It was possible to have Chan- 
cellor Adenauer pay a brief call on the 
President in the hospital. The invita- 
tion to India’s Prime Minister Nehru had 
to be delayed.

President, as it seems he must, his party 
and all the voters should not accept the 
fact without realizing what it means.

The Air Force Budget 
Is Made in Moscow 


Continuing his testimony before a 
Senate subcommittee, Gen. Nathan F. 
Twining, Air Force chief of staff, again 
warns that the Russians are closing the 
gap in both quantity and quality of air 
power. He adds—obviously a reference 
to guided missiles—that we can expect 
surprise weapons development by the 
Reds in the near future. 

This brings to mind that the general 
recently recommended a 50 per cent in- 
crease in the nation’s intercontinental air 
striking power. 

His plea that the amount is needed to 
meet the threat of Russia’s growing air 
might gives added justification to the 
900 million dollars increase for air pow- 
er voted this week by the Senate. 

The general said further that the Air 
Force will require about seven billion dol- 
lars more in fiscal 1958 than in the cur- 
rent fiscal year to maintain equality with 
the Russians. 

This, of course, comes as a shock. But 
the cost of modern aircraft of intercon- 
tinental striking range is in itself a shock. 
Three hundred B52s cost more than two 
billion dollars. 

There will be some paring of these 
figures of minimum needs but it stands 
to reason—as proved by the Senate ac- 
tion this week—that there will be contin- 
ued increases in the Air Force budget 
for equipment in the next few years. 

There is no comfort in realizing that 
these expenditures are determined by the 
Kremlin. Russian technical advances are 
continuing. By using forced labor, her 
costs are cheaper. There is no alternative, 
however, but for us to meet the chal- 
lenge. 

Meanwhile, Secretary of Defense Wil- 
son continues his defiance of the findings 
of Congress—a defiance that many be- 
lieve is placing the national security in 
serious danger.

In property management it is axio- 
matic that unless the holding is properly 
maintained and kept in repair, it deteri- 
orates and lessens in value.

After the war, housekeeping and de- 
velopment in the Smokies was not 
resumed on a scale commensurate with 
the value of the area and the increase 
in visitation. 

Fortunately, the National Park Service 
remained aware of its responsibility. 

At last the parks people, together with 
other friends of conservation, have per- 
suaded the Congress to provide adequate 
funds for park upkeep and promotion. 

Of those funds, 10 million dollars is to 
be spent in the Great Smoky park, for 
more and better facilities to handle the 
visitors and for more adequate protection. 

It is good to know that Uncle Sam is 
moving to protect and further develop 
this valuable piece of real estate before 
irreparable damage to the property has 
been done.

Atlanta Building Needs 
Cannot Be Postponed 


Since the end of World War II the 
City of Atlanta has spent more than 20 
million dollars on school buildings. 

Yet when school opens in September 
there will be. 25,000 pupils without reg- 
ular classrooms. Last year the number of 
pupils without permanent classrooms to- 
taled about 13,000. 

“The picture does not look good,” re- 
ported Miss Ira Jarrell. “By 1960 it will 
be even worse.” (On the basis of chil- 
dren already born.) 

In DeKalb County there will be 
double sessions in many schools with per- 
haps a spilling over into some other 
housing. 

Fulton County will be “crowded,” 
but believes it can hold all classes with- 
in present plant area. So does the City 
of Decatur. 

But for these the future does not “look 
good.” They, too, will receive their share 
of the deluge of new grade and high 
school students. The peak is expected be- 
tween 1960-65. 

All this brings us to a decision. 

There will be some whose reaction 
is irritation. It will cost money to build 
additional plants. The selfish will argue 
taxes already are high. They are. But 
there must be new bonds for schools and 
other needs of a growing city. Atlanta is 
expanding at a healthy rate and in a 
healthy manner. We cannot afford to 
neglect schools. As more and more in- 
dustry comes, there will be more and 
more people to work in them. They will 
pay taxes. They will shop in our stores. 

But they also will have children. 

To deter expanding education would 
mean our industrial expansion soon 
would slow down and halt. Education is 
the most necessary part of the dynamics 
of life of any community or nation. 

Schools are even more important. 

We must do something—as Miss Jar- 
rell has said. And what we must do is 
pay the bill—which can be done only 
through a well-planned, carefully pre- 
pared bond program such as a commit- 
tee of business and professional men have 
been preparing. 

Let’s make up our minds now—to do 
what must be done in schools and in 
other requirements of a vital, growing 
city.

Another Centennial 


Will Be Along Soon 


In another 14 years, Atlanta will ob- 
serve the centennial anniversary of the 
attempt to make a port of the city. 

Beginning with a survey in 1870 that 
found the project feasible from an en- 
gineering standpoint, the city has worked 
sporadically on the plan to connect itself 
with the sea through a series of locks and 
dams. 

The Chamber of Commerce and the 
Atlanta Freight Bureau have been the 
most active of the leaders in this enter- 
prise. In fact, since 1917 the chamber has 
had a Chattahoochee River Development 
Committee, interested not only in navi- 
gation but in other aspects of the propo- 
sition such as power, recreation and the 
all-important matter of water conserva- 
tion. 

A good deal has been accomplished, 
particularly since the close of World War 
II. Buford Dam, the key to the control 
of the whole river, is coming along nicely. 
Jim Woodruff Dam is nearly finished and 
Fort Gaines Dam has been started. The 
missing link in the scheme, that section 
of the river between Atlanta and Colum- 
bus, remains unimproved and is likely 
to remain so until active leadership unites 
popular sentiment behind the cause. 

Atlanta has the unprofitable distinc- 
tion of being the land’s largest city not 
on a navigable waterway. This auto- 
matically excludes many industries to 
which water. transportation is a must. 
Atlanta’s landlocked position is unique, 
but it is a distinction that we can well 
do without. } 

Maybe in another hundred years this 
distinction will be removed.

Air Traffic Control System 
Seems Tragically Outmoded 


What are the chances that two planes would accidentally collide 
over the Grand Canyon? One in a million or 10 million? No math- 


ematical odds could be worked out. 


But to the average citizen, at 


least, with all the space there is in the sky, it seems almost in- 
credible that such a collision should occur, as apparently happened 
in the tragic air disaster that took 128 lives. 


Perhaps never before has a warn- 
ing in an official governmental re- 
port been so dramatically justified 
by a subsequent event, 


On January 13 an “‘aviation fa- 
cilities study group’”’ appointed in 
May, 1955, by Rowland R. Hughes, 
then director of the budget bureau, 
declared that ‘“‘much of our air 
space is already overcrowded” and 
that the development of navigation 
aids and the air traffic control sys- 
tem “is lagging far behind both 
aeronautical development and the 
needs of our mobile population.”’ 

The group warned that risks of 
mid-air collisions had ‘reached 
critical proportions’? and that the 
danger was ‘“‘becoming greater as 
the increases in air traffic out- 
pace the capabilities of .. . traffic 
contro] facilities.”’ 

On May 14 the government 
awarded a contract to three pri- 
vate institutions for a study “‘to 


determine for the next two dec- 


ades the requirements for those 
aviation facilities commonly used 
by all air space users, both civil 
and military, including navigation 
aids, communications, air traffic 
control, afrways and airports.”’ 

The Civil Aeronautics Authority 
two months ago made public a 
five-year plan designed to provide 
an improved air traffic control sys- 
tem, to cost $246,200,000. It calls for 
many new radar installations, 40 
additional airport traffic control 
towers, 28 new instrument landing 
systems and 187 more lighting sys- 
tems. 

An interesting sidelight to this 
whole problem is that even in clear 


weather, a pilot may necessarily be 
so busy looking at his plane’s in- 
strument panel that he will not see 
another aircraft nearby. The study 
group referred to above reported: 


‘It is impossible for a pilot to fly 
a high-speed modern airplane ef- 
fectively without almost continu- 
ous reference to his cockpit instru- 
ments. Hence, under the best con- 
ditions, the pilot . . . may not be 
looking out of his airplane when a 
mid-air collision is imminent. Fur- 
thermore, he can see only a small 
per cent of the sky around him 
from his cockpit and may not see 
crossing, overtaking, or descend- 
ing aircraft.”’ 

The coming of the jet age in 
domestic air travel (the first com- 
mercial planes are expected to be 
put into use three years from now) 
will increase the problem of over- 
crowded air space, since greater 
speed will necessitate more dis- 
tance between planes. 

The government and the airlines 
must lose no time in providing a 
greatly improved air traffic control 
system. The alternative may be 
other terrible tragedies such as the 
one which recently shocked and 
horrified the nation.

If the U.S. manual laborer ever 
wore chains he shed them in a 
hurry—or at least had them gold- 
plated and studded with rubies. 
Clearly, he’s never had it so good. 

But if there are any more tears 
to be shed about ‘“‘economic ex- 
ploitation” in this country let them 
be saved for a revolutionary jour- 
nal we might call the New Bour- 
geoisie, dedicated to the poor, wilt- 
ing ‘‘white collar.”’ 

It’s just like the AFL-CIO Eco- 
nomic Policy Committee said the 
other day. The white collar may 
still retain some of its value as a 
symbol of freedom from manual 
labor but any tangible evidence 
demonstrating the superiority of 
white-collar status has been fast 
disappearing. 

According to the Federal Re- 
serve Bank of New York, working 
class earnings have risen more 
than white-collar earnings in 11 out 
of the 17 years between 1938 
and 1955. 

On a percentage basis, the man- 
ual worker has far outgained the 
white-collar worker in annual in- 
come since 1939. Laborers in 1954, 
for instance, made 250 per cent 
more than they did in 1939. Cleri- 
cal and kindred workers only re- 
alized a, gain of 163 per cent. 


All this has happened in spite of 
a marked increase in the demand 
for white-collar workers. In fact, 
from 1940 to 1954 the number of 
workers in white-collar occupations 
increased 67 per cent. During the 
Same .period, workers in manual 
occupations increased only 26 per 
cent.

WASHINGTON, July 10—Casey Stengel, who al- 
Ways was a soft touch for the National League when he 
worked over there, extended an ald mid-season record 
of his at Griffith Stadium Tuesday afternoon. He lost an- 
other All-Star Game to the league that used to keep him 
caged up in seventh place with merciless regularity when 
he managed the Brooklyn Dodgers and the Boston 
Braves. 

For three innings the fans who elected the two starting teams 
voted themselves into a tight little battle of baseball. Then in the 
fourth inning, when they turned it back over to the two managers, 
= « Stengel and Walter Alston, the storm 
broke. 

Alston met the situation with deft- 
ness and eclat. He proved himself to be 
a brilliant strategist when he called 
the left-handed Gus Bell away from the 
plate and inserted the right-handed 
Willie Mays as a pinch-hitter in the 
fourth. Mays measured off the left-field 
stands with one ferocious swing at 
Whitey Ford’s fast ball. On the second 
pitch Mays delivered a drive into the 
claws of a gentleman fan wearing a 
pale green sports shirt. 
ike. This was bad for Stengel, who is

It was an ingratiating result that Pierce should have to take 
the loss. He was the American League pitching star of the day. 
He gave up one run to the pony infield combination of Cincinnati, 
Johnny Temple and MeMillan, his first in nine All-Star innings. 
It was a run big enough to cost him the defeat, though, for it 
gave the National a lead they never lost,

Stengel’s flair for All-Star deteat is a mystery. ‘‘I can’t blame 
it on material,” he said the other day in a jocular mood. ‘‘They 
give me the best guys in the leugue.”’ 

Grumbling as they will about the “Cincinnati-All-Stars,’’ the 
Nationa! Leaguers proved the fans know their baseball. Heart of 
the inner defense, with an occasional spectacular by Boyer, were 
Temple and McMillan. 

There will be grousing in Chicago because Ernie Banks 
was not called upon to perform, “If I had to pick the most 
valuable player in the league right now,’’ said a St. Louis 
writer, “with McMillan hitting .280, I'd have to pick him.”

It was an event of special soul-satisfaction for some of the 
elder baseball statesmen. Ted Williams, 37, and Stan Musial, 35, 
for instance, indulged in some record-breaking by-play that tittilat- 
ed the audience. 

Williams, who had fanned in the first inning and grounded 
out weakly with two on in the third, lofted a mighty blast into the 
center-fiela bullpen with Nellie Fox on in the sixth. 

“That ties Williams with Stan Musial for hitting the most 
home runs in All-Star Games—four,’’ the press box announcer 
said. 

Then Musial whacked a wrong-field slice into the stands over 
Williams’ head his next time up. All The Splinter could do was 
stand and watch the fans scramble for the ball. 

“Disregard previous announcement,” said the press box P.A. 
‘‘Musial’s got his record back.”’ 

There were 28.843 fainting hearts, led by Frank Lane’s, at 
the sight of the collision of Musial with Boyer on the chase for 
Williams’ looping loft to left in the eighth. For a moment, when 
Musial went down, it seemed he was writhing in Pain. Alston, 
making his second appearance on television for the day, went out 
and insisted The Man come out of the game for an inspection. 
In the clubhouse after it was over, Musial reported himself in the 
best of health. 

Berra went out in the sixth after trying to catch Kluszew- 
ski’s foul tip with his knuckles, and every time potential injury 
arose there was horror. For it is also remembered that. it 

was here Earl Averill’s drive broke Dizzy Dean’s toe and began 
the end of his career. 

Before the game, Eddie Mathews, among the National stars 
and somewhat bemused by it with his shabby average, was asked 
to pose for a picture with Kluszewski, Bell and Mays. 

“What,” asked Mathews, ‘‘does anybody want with the picture

Glossy finish woolens give excitement to Harry Frechtel's 
coats and suits. Other than the fabrics, the blousing of jacket 
backs, and interesting treatments at the waistline of jackets, 
there is little change in his suits [for all. 


In the suit pictured, he compromises with the high-waisted 
look by placing the belt at the natural line in back, and putting 
pockets a little high in front. The coats in the Frechtel collec. 
tion are prone toward the empire feeling with fullness flowing 
from high yokes in back.

Nature gives a satiety signal, 
but it is only human to delib- 
ignore it simply be- 
cause food looks appetizing, 


| smells tempting and tastes de- 


licious. In short, it is trained 
appetite, not true hunger, that 
entices us to continue eating a 
little longer, although at the 


_ time it may feel like hunger. 


The real test is how you feel 
thirty minutes after the meal 
when the digestive processes 
are carrying on. A crowded 
feeling around the belt line is a 


_ sign that the system is having to 
| cope with too much food. 


So, the time to snub appetite 
up short and thus control weight 


{4s just before that complctely 


satisfied feeling sets in. Test 
your appetite. Would you like 
another serving of vegetable or 
a thin slice off the lean side 
of the roast, without gravy? If 
you still feel really hungry for 
the main part of the meal, have 
a small second helping. 


SELECTIVE APPETITE 

However, if your “‘hunger’”’ {s 
not for the good hearty foods, 
and you would relish only a hot 
roll or something sweet, chances 
are you have satisfied true 
hunger. Beyond this comes se- 
lective appetite. 

At this point, if you will take 
into the 
living room and sip it leisurely, 


| you will feel quite content. When 
| you are trying to cut appetite 


| down to size, 


in a restaurant, 
order just a beverage after the 
main course. This is always 
more difficult when dessert 
comes with the meal and you 
are paying for it anyway. Solu- 
tion—choose a meal that does 
not include dessert. 
Homemakers report that it is 
most helpful to stay away from 
the dining room and kitchen for 
a good thirty minutes after din- 
ner. The temptation to finish 
up a little of this and that wanes 
after a half hour has gone by. 
There is a physical reason—the 
energy from the food being di- 
gested contributes to satisfac- 
tion and to that nice feeling of 
well-being. It helps to remem- 
ber that the satiety mechanism 
takes time to be effective. 


FEELING OF ENOUGH 


The feeling of enough should 
not be confused with the replete 
feeling. If you will eat slowly 
and chew the food well, you 
will know when you have had 
enough. Slow eating brings a 
feeling of satiety more quickly 
than fast eating. 

Practice getting up from the 
table just short of that full feel- 
ing. Practice makes perfect, 
and it’s the most slimming ac- 
tion you can take.
